Bi-Weekly Crop Report 


Children’s Sports 

Monday Morning 


General—With frequent and 
well distributed rains during 
the past two weeks, crop pros¬ 
pects are promising in practlc 
lly all areas of the Prairie Pro- 
vines. Early June frosts have 
not damaged grain crop s but 
market gardens have suffered 
t 0 some extent. Warme r weath 
er would now be beneficial. Cop 
ious rains have also improved 
crop conditions in all other Pro 
vinces in the Dominion. In 
Quebec growing conditions are 
satisfactory, although warm r 
weather is now needed. In Ont 
ario excellent progress is being 
made by 11 crops. In th e Marit¬ 
ime Provinces Q marked imp¬ 
rovement in all crops is shown 
but here again warmer weath¬ 
er is required. In British Col¬ 
umbia, owing to-the dr v spcT 
in May l)elow average yields arc 
indicated though recent rair 
has materially improved concli 
ions. Details follow— 

PRAIRIE PROVINCES 

Alberta—-Crops are backward 
but conditions generally an 
favourable. Moisture condition! 
are satisfactory, except in Uu 
southeastrn area and wheat 
shows strong 'even growth 
Pastures and ranges are in 
good condition. Sugar beets re¬ 
making good headway. Saskat 
chewan— All grains are mak¬ 
ing good progress. Plants arc 
well rooted and have good co! 
our. Moisture conditions gener 
ally are satisfactory, although 
further moisture is required ii 
the southwestern area. Recent 
rains have improved prospect 
in the west central area, when 
soil drifting had occurred. Scat 
tered areas report damage 
from cutworms and wire worms. 
Hatching of grasshoppers ha:* 
been retarded by wet cool, weath 
er. Pastures are in good condit 
ion, Manitoba—Wheat growth 
i s uniform and vigorous. Pla V 
are stooling well at an average 
height of 7 inches. Moisture is 
ample for the present and 
prospects for all grains av< 
promising. Grasshopers are hat 
clung in some districts but ar j 
not yet menacing. Pastures an 
in good condition. 

PROVINCE OF QUEBEC 

Seeding of grain and t .c 
planting of corn and potatoes 
are now practicaliy c: mphted, 
while the moisture content of 
the soil has been favourable 
to germination early growth 
being retarded by cod weather 
Hay ha s benefited from lcce.it 
rains an [ continual to make-rap¬ 
id growth. Pastures are in good 
condition. Fruit trees have 
blossomed well a: d tin outlook 
for small fruits is promising. 
Transplanting ol‘ tobacco is 
under way. 

PROVINCE OF ONTARIO 

Fall wheat is heading cut wit 
a good length of straw and an 
average yicM is t medic led . Spr¬ 
ing grains look better than for 
some years past . Barley and 
oats show an even growth with 
plants strong and we 1 st< o ed 
out. An average or better hay 
crop appears assured and tin 
first cutting of afalf H has com¬ 
merced. Grass past, ra e is ex¬ 
cellent . Corn, potato and root 
crops germinated heavy y eld 
fin 1 strawberries are i ow being 
marketed. Prosper s are favou •„ 
ahlo for a good gram cror 
Tobacco plants were set ou ; 
under almost ideal conditions 
but damage bv cutworms and 
high winds has necessitat d 
somr replanting. 

MARITIME PROVINCES 

Seeding and planting are for 
the most part completed. Ilav, 
though backward, is progress¬ 
ing satisfactorily and an aver¬ 
age crop is [poked for. Pastures 
show improve me .t and are in 
fair condition.

N 1924 the average price to the 
retailer of all gasoline sold in Canada 
was 26.6 cents per Imperial gallon. 
Since 1924 the price has fallen almost 
continuously and for 1933 and 1934 
.it stood at 18.8 cents—nearly eight 
.cents less than in 1924.
